Under  New  Plan  Is 
Discussion  Topic 

Student  teachers’  evaluations  of 
their  experience#  nntl  plans  for  ex¬ 
panding  the  student  teaching  pro¬ 
gram  under  n  semester  organization 
were  topics  for  discussion  at  the 
last  seminar  of  I  he  winter  quart¬ 
er  for  student  teachers  on  Febru¬ 
ary  14. 

Mrs.  Anna  Ilclmbnugh,  repre¬ 
senting  the  secondary  student 
teachers,  and  Bill  Owens,  repre¬ 
senting-  the  elementary  student 
teachers,  with  Mr.  Leon  Miller  ns 
moderator,  presented  student  teach¬ 
ers’  points  of  view  of  the  strengths, 
weaknesses,  and  suggestions  for  im- 
ihiprovcment  of  their  directed 
teaching  experiences. 

■Summarize  Reports 
Students  summarized  the  evalua¬ 
tion  reports  made  by  student, 
teachers.  Student  tenchers  at  both 
levels  rated  their  actual  teaching 
experiences  highly  but  felt  that 
they  needed  more  actual  experi¬ 
ence. 

Following  Ihc  panel  presenta¬ 
tion,  Dr.  Miller  reported  on  im¬ 
provements  being  planned  for  next 
fall  at  the  beginning  of  the  two- 
semfestcr  school  year.  Elementary 
student  teachers  will  have  expand¬ 
ed  teaching  expeuience  by  having 
a  block  of  two  consecutive  hours  in 
the  Classroom,  supplemented  by 
observation  of  and  participation  in 
the  kind  of  things  teachers  do  in 
addition  to  teaching. 

May  Elect  Credit 
Secondary  student  teachers  will 
have  an  opportunity  of  electing 
additional  directed  teaching  credit 
which  would  result  in  a  consecu¬ 
tive  two-hour  block  of  teaching, 
but  only  one  hour  in  the  classroom 
will  actually  be  required.  Secon¬ 
dary  student  teachers  will  also  be 
assigned  additional  laboratory  ex¬ 
perience,  such  as  experience  in 
study  halls,  in  the  library,  during 
the  noon  hour,  in  out-of-class  and 
community  activities,  and  in  confer¬ 
ences  and  seminars.  The  possibili¬ 
ties  of  integrating  directed  teach¬ 
ing  .with  other  education  courses 
were  also  presented. 

Four  seminars  are  scheduled  for 
the  spring  quarter.  The  first,  on 
March  6,  will  begin  with  an  orien¬ 
tation  and  will  be  followed  by  a 
get-acquainted  and  coffee  hour  in 
the  Kindergarten  suite  of  the  Hor¬ 
ace  Mann  Laboralary  School.  Sup¬ 
ervising  teachers  and  primary  stu¬ 
dent  teachers  will  be  the  hostess.

Conducting  an  intramural  pro¬ 
gram  is  a  tremendous  task,  and  the 
members  of  the  Commission  have 
done  a  commendable  job.  But  the 
fact  still  remains,  the  success  of 
basketball  this  year  is  not  up  to 
par  with  that  of  previous  years. 

Next  quarter  is  tho  intramural 
softball  competition.  Members  of 
the  Commission:  Is  the  present 
set  up  applicable  for  the  kind  of 
intramural  competition  we  want  on 
this  campus?

Will  Fight  Indians  Friday  In  Revenge  of  Early 
Loss;  Are  Favored  Over  Cellar-Dwelling  Miners 

Maryville  attempts  to  achieve  higher  standings  in  the 
MIAA  conference  this  week  end  as  it  engages  the  Cape 
Girardeau  Indians  find  the  Rolla  Miners  on  a  week  end 
excursion. 

Coach  Don  Peterson,  whose  team  is  one  of  the  aiichor- 
ers  of  the  conference,  can  have  the  Green  and  White  mnn- 
neuvered  into  a  possible  fourth* 
place  standing  if  two  victories  can 
be  collected. 


The  meeting  with  Cape  <wtll  pro¬ 
vide  an  opportunity  for  the  Bear¬ 
cats  to  obtain  revenge  for  a  sting¬ 
ing  51-49  upset  on  the  Maryville 
court.  This  loss  to  Cape  initiated  a 
string  of  three  consecutive  losses 
and  dropped  Maryville  from  con¬ 
ference  contention. 

Cape  Has  Victories 
Cape  gained  its  second  victory  of 
the  season  by  defeating  Maryville; 
its  first  came  from  a  win  over  the 
luckless  Rolla  Miners.  Since  then 
the  Indians  have  dropped  three 
games  and  have  taken  a  tour  of 
Warrensburg  and  Springfield. 

Kirksville  has  beaten  the  In¬ 
dians  twice,  59-39  and  54-37.  Cape 
has  relied  heavily  upon  Ray  Estes, 
who  although  far  from  the  top  of 
leading  MIAA  scores  has  a  9.33 
average  per  conference  game. 

Rolla,  meanwhile,  will  conclude 
its  conference  play  in  the  game 
with  the  Bearcats.  The  Miners 
have  two  wins  and  seven  losses. 
The  two  wins  were  victories  over 
the  Cape  Indians  and  the  Kirks¬ 
ville  Bulldogs.  Maryville  trounced 
the  Miners  75-49  when  Dewey  All¬ 
good  made  his  northern  tour. 

Going  Will  Be  Tough 
To  Rolla  a  victory  would  mean 
a  possible  fourth  place  tie  in  the 
conference.  Men  such  as  Faulke- 
ner,  Christopher  and  Huffman 
who  have  13.38,  12.25,  and  10.63 
conference  averages  will  make  the 
going  tough  for  the  Bearcats  on 
the  Rolla  court  Saturday  night. 

Buckridge  leads  the  Bearcats 
with  an  average  of  9.83  points  per 
game  in  conference  play.  In  all 
games  played,  however,  Dick  has 
a  12.27  average  that  ranks  fifth 
among  MIAA  players. 

Excluding  the  Kirksville  game, 
Maryville  has  a  present  conference 
record  of  two  wins  and  five  losses.

was  anything  detected  in  bad  taste.
